Rehelm Will Be Punished.
"Our several ministers will make known

accurately and in detail the contents of
this decree and the policy of China to the
ministers of foreign affaIrs in the respect-
ive countries. and assure them that mili-
tary authorities are still strictly enjoined to
affoird protection to the legations as hith-
erto. to the utmost of the.r power. As for
the anarchists, they will be severely dealt
with as ereumstances permit.
"The s,:veral ministers will continue in

the discharge of the duties of their office as
hitherto. without hesitation or doubt. This
telegraphic decree to be transmitted for
their informati n. Respect this."

What Minister Wu Says.
Minister Wu said this morning in regard

to the assassination of Baron von Ketteler.
the German minister, in Pekin by a mob
of Chinese rioters, that in attempting to
pass through the streets to reach the Tsung
Li Yanien Itaron von Ketteler took his life
In his own hands. The German minister, he
said, hai requested an audience of the Chi-
nese cabinet, to which they would not ac-
cede. knowing the dangers from the law-
less rioters and the anti-foreign feeling that
would attend the minstir's journey through
the city. Nevertheless, the minister at-
tempted to reach the Tsung Li Yamen and
met his horrible fate.
The minister also talked of the bombard-

ment of the Taku forts. The Chinese mili-
tary commandant there, he said, had no
authority whatever to give up the forts
upon the powers' demand for their sur-
render. and had no alternative but to return
the tire of the foreign fleet in kind.
As to the foreign ministers In Pekin he

said that they were requested by the TsungLi Yamen. in order to insure their safety,
to leave Piekin for Tien Tsin when the riot-
Ing and anarchy in the Chinese capital be-
came more anti more rampant. This the
ministers did not take immediate advantageof, and finally, later, the troubles had
spread all through the intervening country
between Pekin and Tien Tsln, so that the
greatest safety. if safety there was, lay in
their remaining at the capital rather than
risk the still greater peril of a journeyacross country.
Presentation Caused Satisfaction.
The first formal communication from the

Ch:nese imperial government to reach the
outside world since the beginning of the
siege of the legations, June 12 last, almost
a month ago, was the note delivered byMinister Wu to Secretary Hay today. It
appears tin its face that this was an iden-
tical note; consequently every Europeanchancellory is now in possession of a copy.It was received by Mr. Wu last n!ght and
carefully prti-clted from publication until
he had had an opp-rtunity to lay it before
the State Department.
The document is peculiarly oriental in

conitruo-tio and came through an extra-
,ordinary circuitis channel to the State De-
partment. There are iicongruities at least
:n dates, if events des-rib-d In the Chinese
note and the record of the same events
told in the preceding accounts that have
cone by runne-r frtm Pt-kin. Then the note
is d-clar-I to be exculpatory, Instead of ex-

lntory.
N.twithstanding a'l these alleged defects,Its r-s-entation gave great satisfactionher-. No matt.-r what was the actual atti-

tud- of the Chintse government toward thetaxers, this note makes plain the fact
that its attitudeiiow is correct. Assumingthat thi-re was som- foundation for the
first r.--irts that the Imperial governmenthail ti-ioragi-I lit- Boxers anti even par-
tip,tiied in the attacks upon the legations,it is manifest tlat at effrt is about to be
mui.- to retrie-%,. that mistake. This note is
rigaid-i as the opening move in that dl-
re-tion.

Where the Note Originated.
The note is said to have originated with

the privy council, and at the State Depart-
tntit this body is declared to be identica:
with the Tsung Ii Yamen, being the power
next the thrine antd the one which deals
ex,-liusivi-ly with foreign powers. The curi-
(uits means alopteil for forwarding the note
ar- suppoised to have been resorted to be-
cause. what amounts to martial law in civ-
ilizet countries Is now in force it Pekin
and Shan Tung. so that the Tsting 11 Yamen
would natura ly tonfide the message to the
war board, now in supreme control, to se-
cure its transmission to Shanghai.
The announced purpose of the Chinese

governmnt to protect the foreign ministers
Is gratifying to the officials here, for It Is a
fac-t that they have all along been niore or
less doubtful if the authenticity of the
several illspatches which have emanated
from Shanghai res-octing the relations be-
tween P'rince Ching and the legationers.

An Answer Not Called For.
It iA said that the note does not call for

an answer from the State Department at
this stage. It is submitted as a matter of
ltifrmation. It will not in itself materially
affect the military pr..gram laid dotwn by
'irt guv.-rnmi-nt. Such forces as we can
itwl it 'inita will be liushed forward with
c-mparaitive rapihity to Pekin. The only

ti--6,ration that Wiuld induce the admin-
i-iratiin to r-lax that program at any-oit would be the rettining of communi-
-atitni with 1inister (Conger and his release
frim atny sort of duriss or restraint.
Possibly, now that the Tsung LI Yamen

is -ommun!n-ting wilt the outer world, it
will permit the foreign ministers in Pekin,
If they are alive, to do the same. Our gov-
ernment will ircbably suggest to the Tsung
Li Yamen. through Minister Wu here, that
this be done. The test thus imposed will
lie crucial, ani much will depend upon the
restnse. It Is realize.] that an answer
cannot be expected immediately after the
reti-st is pla-ed; It appears that the Chi-
nies.- imperial g.overnment is itself deprivedif the use of the tel.-graphs, and must reiy
upon runners. who. in the case of this par-
ticular nite. occupied eleven days in reach-
ing Shanghai from Pekin. Allowance must
I- made for delay on that score, but. as
atreadly s'ated, the military preparations
will pirtceed nmeanwhile.

Failure to Hear From Pekin Arouses

Grave Apprehension.

HAV FIGHTG AT TEN TSIN

Russians Alone Bury 200 Men
After July 6.

LT KEEPS ORDER IN CANTON

LONDON, July 11. 2:02 p.m.-Although
Shanghai today repeats the statement that
both the emperor and dowager empress are
alive, and telegrams from Chinese officials
again testify to the safety of the legations,
the assertions no longer stimulate hope here
and pessimism will prevail as long as the
authorities, who on their own showing are
able to get messages to the coast, fail to
send confirmation of the safety of the for
eigners from some member of a legation at
Pekin. London sees in the disappearance
and reappearance of prominent people at
Pekin and the efforts apparently making to
shift the blame from one to the other and
in the attempts to represent themselves as
victims of instead of principals in the re-
cent occurrences, only preparations for
alibis and defenses in view of the approacn
of the troops of the powers and the tragedy
they may discover on reaching the Chinesc
capital.
According to a dispatch from Shanghai

the fighting at Tien Tsin July 6 was the
heaviest which has yet occurred, the Rus-
sians alone burying '2Mj men. The allies are
becoming exhausted by constant fighting
A dispatch from Canton says Li Hung

Chang is keeping excellent order there.
Robbers and pirates are executed publicly
and frequently and the people are cowed
and afraid to disturb the peace.

It was strongly rumored in service and
parliamentary clubs today that the British
government wue preparing to send 1I5,000
Indian troops to China in the autumn. A
foreign office official said to a representa-
tive of the Associated Press that no such
number of men could possibly be spared
frem India, nor was it possible for Great
Britain to add to her present responsibili-
ties by sending out such a force.
"Wherever secured, however," he added,

"it may safely be asserted that strong Brit-
ish reinforcements will be on their way to
the far east before the end of September."
BOMBARDMENT AT TIEN TSIN.

Boxers Kept Up Constant Fire From
July 5 to M.

BERLIN, July 11.-The German consul at
Tien Tsin cables that the foreign settle-
ments were continually bombarded by the
Chinese from July 3 to July S. On July (1,
2,0)) Boxers attacked the French settlement
and were routed by the Russians. The
British and Japanese forces, July 7, bom-
barded the Chinese batteries. Toward
evening Chinese shells penetrated the roof
ot the German consulate and caused an
outbreak of fire, which was extinguished
after slight damage had been done. On
July 6 the Peiping sailed for Taku with the
German wounded. River communication
between Tien Tsin and Taku has been safe
since the Chinese fort midway between the
two towns was captured.
The railroad from Tong-ku has been re-

laired to within three miles of Tien Tsin.
Nearly all the families of foreigners left

Tien Tsin for Taku July 4.
News From China Heard in Paris.
PARIS, July 11.-At a cabinet council to-

day the minister of foreign affairs, M. Del-
cnsse, read a telegram from Tokio confirm-
ing the news that Japan will send imme-
e~ately to Taku a complete division of 19,h00
men.
A dispatch from Chefoo, dated July 7,

says the orphanage at Shan Tung has been
pillaged.
The Chinese minister here informed M.

Deleasse today that Li Hung Chang had
cabled him from Canton, under yesterday's
date, saying that he had just received a
teegram from Pekin asserting that the sol-
diers and the rebels who surrounded the
legations had gradually dispersed.

To Succeed Von Ketteler.
BERLIN, July 11.-Dr. Mumm von

Schwarzensteln. the envoy extraordinary of
Germany to the Grand Duchy of Luxem-
burg, has been appointed German minister
to China, in succession to the late Baron
von Ketteler. He starts for the far east
ir a few days accompanied by Baron von
der Goltz.

ALLIES WERE HARD PRESSED.

Storm Saved Them From Annihilation
by the Chinese.

LONDON, July 11.-"No authentic news
from Pekin" is sfill the burden of the dis-
patches from the far east, and although the
disposition is to believe the optimistic re-
ports from Chinese sources, no real confl-
dence is possible until the legations, if they
are still in existence, are permitted to com-
municate with their governments. If, as
alleged, the Boxer movement is losing
ground in Pekin, it might have been sup-
posed that the Boxers wou:d have endeav-
ored to send up reinforcements from Tien
Tsin; but instead of that they are still in
great force in the neighborhood of the lat-
ter place, and are assisted by the imperial
Chinese troops, with ample efficient artil-
lery.
According to a special Chefoo dispatch

the fighting around Tien Tain on the 3d and
4th was the severest yet experienced. The
British losses alone were thirty killed or
wounded. The Chinese had 75,000 men at-
tacking simu'taneously from the west,
north and east, and made excellent prac-
tice with over one hundred guns. The de-
fenders numbered 14,0U10, with scant sup-
plies, and it was only the presence of the
newly arrived Japanese and Russian guns
that prevented a disaster. One Russian
company of infantry, numbering 120 men,
had 115 killed or wounded. The German
contingent also suffered heavily. By the
evening of the 4th the situation was very
critical. The allies narrowly escaped total
defeat. Providentially, when things were
at their worst, a torrential rainfall com-
pelled the Chinese to retire.
On July 6, the rain having abated, the

Chinese renewed the attack, opening fire
on Tien Tsin with two batteries of four-
inch guns, but the alies, aided by two of
her majesty's ship Terrible's 4.7 guns. sue-
ceeded in silencing the Chinese artillery
after eight hours' fighting.
At Shanghai it seems now to be the gen-

eral belief that the date of the dispatch
of July 3, asserting that two legations
were. still standing, was an error, either
accidental or intentional. The couriers
must have left Pekin at least five days
earlier, making the real date of the men-
sage June 28, while the alleged massacres
are said to have occurred on June 80.
Until this point can be cleared up the
greatest anxiety will be felt as to the fate
of the Europeans.,

Empress and Primee at Wa.
According to the Shanghai correspondent

of the Express, it is war to the knife be-
tweeni the dowager empes and Prince
Tuant. In a recent edict, the latter boldly
discards he m5a and signs Mmia*t as
emperor. He warmly commends the prow-
esa of "his faithful Boxers," and in flowery
language appeals to their cupidity and fa-
r.aticism. In the same decree Prince Tuan

Prince Tsaishan. his imperia clansman, and
Kung Yi to command the three chief wings
of the Boxer army.
Three hundred European refugees from

Tien Tsin have arrived at Shanghai in a
state of destitution, after horrible suffer-
ing.
The Chinese version of the origin of the

outbreak, as published in Shanghai, is
that Baron von Ketteler was hated by the
Pekinese. who, taking advantage of the
disturbed condition of affairs, shot him
out of revenge. thereby caustng a conflict
between the Chinese troops and the Ger-
mans, the latter of whom destroyed the
tsung 11 yamen. The" infuriated soldiers
under Prince Tuan then gained complete
control over the dowager empress
The Daily News' Tien Tain correspondent

says the aillies have decided to bombard
the native city, which they have hitherto
hesitated to attack, owing to the heavy
commercial interests involved.
The Shanghai correpondent of the DailyM~ail, telegraphing yesterday (Tuesday),

says:
"A mesage has arrived here from Em-

peror Kwang Hsu, diaod July 2. by cou-
ricrs from Pekin to the viceroy of Nankin,
who forwarded It here. It is addressed to
the Russian. English and Japanese govern-
ments. It deplores the recent occurrences,
and solemnly affirms that the foreign gov-
ernments are mistaken in supposing that
the Chinese government Is protecting the
Boxers against the Christians. The em-
peror further implores their aid in suppress-ing the rebellion and upholding the existing
government.
"In a separate dispatch to the Japanese

government, Kwang Hsu expresses deep
regret for the murder of Legation Chan-
cellor Suglyama.
"The dispatches are taken to Indicate that

the emperor is in seclusion, and is ignorantof the seriousness of recent events."

ATTEMPTTO WRECK A TRAIN

B. AND 0. EXPRES8 DERAILED NEAR

PHILADELPHIA.

Indications That Switch Had Been

Tampered With - Big Consign-
ment of Gold Aboard.

PHILADELPHIA, Suly 11.-According to
officials of the Baltimore and Ohio rail-
road, a deliberate attempt to wreck twe
Washington Express, be'ring $3,000,000 in
gold to the subtreasury fit New York, came
near being successful early this morning at
Folsom, a short distince outside of this
city. The train conslidted Of two sleepers,
two day coaches and three baggage ears,
and left Washington at 11Z30 o'clock last
night. It was due hesi at 3:10 o'clock this
morning. While going at a good rate of
speed it ran into an o0n switch at Folsom.
The engine was overtfArned4 and the three
baggage cars were Seraillil, but no one
was injured.
An examination of thli switch by the rail-

road men disclosed the fact that the switch
had been tampered wth, for the apparent
purpose of wrecklpg. i train. Whether it
was done with the Ertention of wreckingthe express bearing tM currency could onlybe conjectured. It it beltved, ,owever,by many In the vicinity .that *t was the
work of small boys, The railroad officialshave placed deteetas on the case and
have offered a reward o#56 for the arrest
and conviction of those tampering with the
switch. It required. considerable time to
get the derailed cark- back on the tracks
and there was a 'consequent delay in the
running of other trains.

Senor Varona Addresses Normal

School Students in Havana.

Matanzas, Santa Clara, Pinar del Rio,
Cienfuegos, Puerto Principe and Santiago.

IMPERIALISM ISSUE
Doesn't See How Bryan Can Make

It Paramount.

1R. LOUDENSLAGER TALKS

The Philippine Question Discussed
at Some Length.

THE 16 TO 1 RATIO

"I do not see how Mr. Bryan will be sue-
cessful in making so-called 'imperialism'
the paramount issue of the campaign,'
Fa d Repiesentative Loudenslager of New
Jersey to a Star reporter today. Mr. Loud-
en-,ager is a member of the executive cm-
mittee of the republican congressional cam-

paign committee, and is in charge of the
eastern headquarters of the committee, lo-
cated in this city.
"The republican party has not declared

for imperialism and is not pursuing an im-
perialistic course. The democrats have set
up a straw man in this instance, just to
have the sport of knocking him down again.
"But the democrats have declared for

free silver in their platform, definitely and
specifically, and it is a matter of record.
One thing is certain, however they may

try to wriggle away from it, the republi-
cans will hold them up to it. There will be
no opportunities lost to point out to the
country, and to k-ep pointing out, that the
democratic party is the party of free and]
unlimited coinage of silver at the ratio of
I) to I. irrespective of the action of any
other nations of the globe.
"Of course, the democrats will put forth

lots of misrepresentations of the course of
the administration in dealing with the
Philippine situation. We expect that, and
will have to put up with it, meeting the
misrepresentations as best we may.

The Philippine Question.
"I honestly believe that if men would sit

down and consider this Philippine case
apart from their political prejudices; if
they would get away from their politics, go
over the situation from the day that the
battle of Manila bay was fought, and then
ask themselves what they would have doneIn the premises, RP per cent of them would
admit that the President and the republi-
can administration have been right."Now. take Mr. Bryan's attitude towardthe Philippine situation; reason it out, and
see where he really Is weak. Mr. Bryansupported the course of this governmentIn the Spanish war. He stood with the
leaders of his party in Congress in sup-porting the government at that critical
time.
"When hostilities broke out Mr. Bryan,

to further accentuate his adherence to the
attitude of his government as put into exo-
cution by the republican Congress and ad-
ministration, enlisted In the army, and he
st.od for whatever the flag and the natio:
stood for.
"When Spain was whipped and the treaty

of Paris was under consideration Mr. Bryan
did everything in his power to have it con-
firmed. He not only wrote to the leaders
of his party in Congress to vote for con-
firmation, but, if my memory serves me.
came on to Washington to make a personal
appeal in behalf of the treaty. Thus we
hove Mr. Bryan identified in an aggressive
manner with every phase of the war and
standing with his country.
"Then the war ends; the Philippine crisli

comes upon us suddenly and as a direct
outcome of the war with Spain. which Air.
Bryan had aided in waging in every way
possible. Mr. Bryan kicks over the traces
and takes opposition to the only course left
for this government to pursue in the cir-
cumstances. He wants the Filipinos treat-
el like the Cubans, he says.
"Well. if we can ever succeed in getting

the Filipinos out of the rifle pits. induce
them to stop shooting us and others whom
they have no cause to shoot and get them
in a position where we can talk business
with them, we may be able to come to
some kind of agreement which would be
satisfactory to all parties concerned.

No Better Terms From Bryan.
"I have no confidence in the democratic

party and Mr. Bryan being able to give
the Filipinos any better terms than the
republican party can offer them and which
would be acceptable to the people of the
United States. It is not the nature of the
Americans when in a fight to make con-
cessions to the enemy until either the foe
or themselves have whipped.
"So. when the thoughtful people come to

analyze the situation, I think it will be
difficult to induce them to believe that the
republican party is making for imperialism
or that the republic is on the verge of be-
coming the empire. Our folks are pretty
level headed, take them by and large.
They will reason these things out after
their own fashion, and it won't be after the
fashion of the declarations of the Kansas
City platform, either,' when the restilt be-
comes manifest."
At this point the conversation drifted to

the Chinese situation and the part which
the United States government is taking
in China.
"That circular letter issued to our con-

suls and communicated to the powers,"
said Mr. Loudenslager. "was a great docu-
ment, in my opinion. Followed as it was
by the dispatch of reinforcements of troops
to China to back up our declaration of
policy for the orient, It will receive com-
mendation of the American people.
"Why, if the President had done less

than he has in this matter he would be
universally condemned. As it is, I be-
lieve that every American will feel grati-
fled at this exhibition of a firm foreign
policy. You know, the Americans have
always liked a good strong foreign policy.
Call it jingoism. If you may, but there
has never been a time when you could not
get approval of any attitude upon the part
of this government which seemed to prom-ise protection to American interests and
Americg~n lives in foreign lands.

Merchants Will Feel gafe.
"It is all the more necessary now that we

are having a prospect of great trade expan-
sion. Our merchants will feel safe in in-
vesting their livea and properties In foreign
climes if they know that the United States
is back of them with a watchful adminis-
tration, jealous of their rights and with the
ships, men and determination to enforce
those rights against all comers.
"The position which the United States Is

taking toward China, in my opinion, Is full
of promise for American commerce and in-
vestment, and gives assurance of the pro-
tection of the government to the ventures
of our citisens in distant climes. Unfor-
tusnately, we have not ajiways had it in for-
mer years.
"As tong as I can remember I have heard

the old sea captains down the Jersey coast
telling of their experiences in the over-
sea trade. When they would get Into diffi-oulties in foreign ports with their cargoes
some dispute about dues or custome fees,they would often find the American consul
a native, who would not or could not give
them recourse, Then they would apply to
the British consul, and nine times out of
ten he would secure redress of their wrongs
because they knew the British government
was standing behind him with ships and
guns.
"It Is going to be that way with us now.Wherever the Anmerican fiag covers an

American cargo of merchandise or waves
over the head of an American citisen, there
will be immunity from outrage or swift and
sure vengeance if immunity comes too late.
"We have given notice in China that this

is our policy, and as I aid, I firmly be-

will support the admbi-tration which
m.-kes it."
The Washington branch of the republican

SAN FRANCISCO, July 11.-The follow-
ing advices from the Caroline Islands have
been received here:

Caroline Islands, were aroused by a sav-

age attack of the natives upon a sh!p-
wrecked crew. The sailors, who were Eng-
lish subjects. were seeking shelter when
they were fired on, and would have been
slain had it not been for the timely arri-
val of an American cattle dealer, with his
three Filipino employes.
The Americans managed to rescue John

Stevenson and James Smith. who had been
seriously wounded by the natives, the other
three of the crew having fled, leaving the
wounded to care for themselves. The lat-
ter were looked after by the American.
who, although wounded himself, conveyed
them to a place of safety. lie refused to
give any information as to his identity, but
it was learned later that he was Edward
St. Supey, a Californian. who left Guam tr.purchae some cattle among these island.
The natives of this place have long been
known as savages. They are fntinuahy
at war with themselves.

It seems that the
parents of the Indian scholars think the
children should be permitted to come home
at the close of the school, but Major Me-
Koin insistm that they shall remain at work
on the school farm.
A dispatch was sent at the Instance of

the Indians last week, to President McKin-
ley, saying if the scholars were not al-
Ic wed to come home the "Mojaves will
make trouble." A few days later the In-
dian boys ran away from the fort, and
Superintendent McKon. with his deputies,
have been trying to capture them and take
them back.
Saturday McKoin and a deputy went to a

camp on the Arizona side of the Colorado.
three miles from Needles, to take a boy
and were set upon by the squaws. Sever.ai
bucks appeared upon the scene with the re-
sult that the offttvers were overcome and
terribly beaten. On Sunday three bucks
and one Squaw were caitured by Constable
Burt of Needles. and later taken to King-
man for lrial. While in ja I here the build-
ing was continually surrounded by Mojaves,
who acted in a threatening manner. Hun-
dreds are still hanging about the town,
and it is feared that trouble of a seriou,
nature may occur before the Indian schol-
ars are returned to the fort.

Silver Men All Right.
Bryan Is not likely to lose many silver

votes from having the morey liuestion ob-
scured, since they are satistied that. no
matter how obscure the issue miay be dur-
ing the campaign, the policy will he strongly
stamped upon an administrati.m w1
Bryan at the head. It was due more to
Bryan's pride of consistency than to any
demand of the silver men that the term 16
to 1 was forced into the platfo.rn by the
firmness -t the candidate. Th. silver men
are generally willing to trust th:ir cause
to Bryan. and do not care much ahutat the
figure it cuts in the campaign. it n gen-eral way they may be set aside as belong-ing to the Bryan column. and no.t taken a
further account of in estimating the result.
As the political wise men view the sItua-
ton, the contest will turn upon the sup-
port Bryan can win from sources hostile
in '96, not so much through the attractive-
ness of the anti-imperialist Issue as
through the efficacy of that platform in ob-
scuring all the features of the old Chicagoplatform which were objected to.

Play for the German vote.
